WITH AMERICAN UNIVERSITY, POTENTIAL P^SOLUTIONS OF ISSUES IN CASE 06- 
1 143, SLOVINEC V. AMERICAN UNIVERSITY 

1. This memorandum is intended for filiig in US. District Court Case 06-1 143, Slovinec vs. 
American University Vvdth a desire for special attention from the new Director of 
Community Relations at Americim University in cooperation v/ith President Kerwin and 
David Taylor, Mayor Fenty, and mediators at Foundry United Methodist Church near 
Jose;ph Slovinec's place of err4)1o>aDent. A copy will be provided probably by hand to 
Clmstopher Hassell of Bonaer Ki^^man, legal counsel fcr American U. in 06-1 143. 

2. POTENTIAL COMPLETION OF GRADUATE CERTIFICATE m PEACEBUILDING 
PROGRAM: i, Plaintiff Joseph Slovinec, dssire to explore completion of Graduate 
Certifrcate in PeaceSuilding program by December 2008, within four years of starting the 



program m January 2005. J. Slovinec will v^rite a letter by n(;xt week to the new Director 



of the Graduate Certificate in Peacebuilding pro^^am, Cha]les Call, with research topics. 
This letter is mainly for other D.C, and Community Relations issues. If Professor Call's 
office wants to discuss it and the Fmanciai Aid offic^e w^ant£ to give a scholarship, J. 
Slovinec still v/ants to attend this year's Summer Institute on Peacebuilding and 
De\'clopraent June 2-20, 2008. Mr. Hassell is asked to coirect any previous discrepancies 
on availability of financial aid. In regards to payment of his Spring 2005 charges, J. 
Slovinec can only say this could more eai:ily be done with American U. financial aid or 
\om where he could repay as percentaf,^e of iiiccme: he cannot pay from his own pocket 
\^ ith less than $500 in bank and again believes ^X was UDxeasonable for Professor Ronald 
Fisher of American U. to demand this in a Labor Day 2005 e-mail when most students got 
financial aid. 

3. xMR. HASSELL IS ASKED TO E^CPLORE ALFERNATIVH AGREEMENT ON 
ACCESS; J, Slovinec is willing to agree only to attend Summer Institute with definite 
permission of American U. and Fmanciai Aid. Ainericsji University is expected to end the 
barring order on May 17, 2008, if American Uuive:*sity still has reservations about visits 
of J. Slovinec to the campus, American U. is requested to write an alternative access 
agreement where American l^niversity Public Safety would be asked to respect J. 
Slovinec's access to campus for f:wo definite legally allowed purposes: worker training 
piogTams funded by the D.C. i^epaitment of Employment Services if J. Slovinec is laid 
off: court-ordered discovery in this case, Case 06-1 143, and perhaps in Case 06-455 since 
the U.S. Court of Appeals remanded for proceedings in Case 07-7180 ¥^lien Judge Kessler 
did not dismiss yet 06-455 yet said m order on surm an/ judgment was appealable. 
AMERICAN U. SHOULD STATE IF BARRING WAS FOR UNPAID BILL, AND NOT 
MAKE ADDITIONAL PRETEXTS. Joseph Slovinec is compassionate enough to Mr. 
Hassell to word this shortly ^.nd simply to avoid finthta' confusion after Judge Kessler's 
confcing :<riaiieuvers on Case 06-455 where Mr, Hassell respsctfijily offered 
(X)nso]idation, J. Slovinec vras more trusting of Michael McNair when Ivlr. McNair only 
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allowed one summer visit to L,t. Spencer in June 2005 to deliver financial aid documents to 
Ingrid Valentine. However, the May 2007-May 2008 barring order appeared to exclude J; 
Slovinec from visiting even if he had legal business like discovery or worker training 
classes. 

4. MR. HASSELL'S EVIDENCE: PORTIONS OF >VFFIDAVIT ADMISSIBLE 

In his writing of the McNair affidavit, portions are acceptable where McNair claimed he 
"did not intend to injure reputation'': although J. Slcvinec disagrees, ttds is still admissible 
in court 

5. MR HASSEEL'S EVIDENCE; DISAGRI?EMENTS ON DISRUPTIVE ACTIVITY 
CHARGE J. Slovinec still maintains it was defmiatoiy for McNair to claim that J. 
Slovinec had a "disruptive activity*' on campus when federal government sources or 
sui'veillance would indicate J. Slovinec placed a phone call on American U. library phone 
to the office of U.S. Secretary of Education Margaret Spellings whose staff indicated J. 
Slovinec had the right to file an institutional grievance on lack of financial aid to American 
University. This instituticnai grievance included a section which objected to Montgomery 

ounty government statements to J. Slovinec tliat he could not use a homeless shelter in 
Montgomery County, Marj^Jai d after his eviction from Park Bethesda because he was not 
nienta ly ill ard not a subslan.^e abuser. Ai! are informed of a long delay after on August 
3 J , 2007 U.S. District Comt Judge Reggie Walton sigjied en order transferring U.S. 
District Court Case 07-1655, Slovinec v. Montgomery County, Maryland to U.S. District 
Court in ME^rjland: this reinforces that J. Slovinec never recovered from damage from his 
eviction from American U.'s domv, Park Bethesda, with lousy job training pro^grams and 
job placement ::<nvices for him as a food stamp lec^piant. This letter distribution caused 
the behavior charge in Paragraph 6. 

6. AMERICAN U. SHOULD DISTRn^GUISH BETWEEN BARRING FOR UNPAID BILL 
AND IMPLYING J. SLO\^jTn£C HAS A BEHAVIORAL DISORDER 

Michael McN air's affida\'it sdd J. Slovinec hf d "impredic^table and erratic behavior" and 
slanderously implied this endangered American U. stiadent^: the letter distribution issue 
was friction w^ith staff and J. Slovinec never hac friction wdth students. After L Slovinec 
could not obtain a federal student loan to retmi to Roosevelt University in Chicago in 
September 2005, the prevailinj^ weight of (;viden.ce indicates J, Slo\Tne<:'s career was 
ru ned with e.irnings of zero in 2005, $2700 in 2006, and about $4000 from a part-time 
phone job in 2007. If American U. was baning J. Slovinec due to an unpaid bill, J. 
Slovinec would have more respec: if /unorican U. stated this was the real reason to the 
court. The United Methodist Church is reminded that influences of their church and 
R obert Pastor, a (barter Cen ei employee in Ta* triced by Southe^Baptists , molded policies 
vi^bich caused J. Slovinec to reside at Connnuiiit/ for Creative Nonviolence homeless 
shelter since August 2005. Mayor Fenty's office will be asked to talk to American U. 
officials including Public Safety office c»n a recent scandal .vhen CCNV Executive 
Director A;C. Nurriddin v/as n jportedlv implicated in financial mismanagement: on 
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September 28, 2007. Mr. Numddio told a Hioman Services Committee hearing with the 
Chairman, Councilman Tommy Wells, that his ctironically homeless residents included 
large amounts of substance abusers, mentally ill, and veterans. A mistake correction was 
requested when someone at CCNV implied J Slovinec should request disability: his 
doctor's note indicatol J. Slo /imjc only had diagnoses for 3 ailments (all physical): 
hypertension, rapid heartbi;at, and higti levels of glucose which are not chronic. When Dr. 
Pastor and American U. staff signed affidavits for Mr. Khalid which indicated J. Slovinec 
did not suffer fi-om age discrimination, and seemingly refiased to settle EEOC age 
discrimination case. Dr. Pa.stor concurred in mtemal exile for J. Slovinec with keeping him 
at a homeless shelter like a white minority ffxmer in Pvobert Mugabe's Zimbabwe.. 
7. EXPLOITATION: FISHER DID NOT SERVE PEACE NEEDS OF CHICAGO 
J. Slovinec originally brought S8700 from his father's inharitance in Chicago to attend 
American U. in Jan. 2005 with a tuition biJl of $5000: hotel costs were higli before he 
movcj into ?ixk Bethesda Feb. 28 and FinEnc'al Aid indii^ated it was easier to get a private 
loan of $14,000 with their encourag^^t to pay semester charges. This went to $60 in 
Sept. 2005 and zero in Jan. 2006. When J. Slovinec was tamed down for private loans, 
American U. Financial Aid office nas never clear on why Ingrid Valentine did not respond 
to J. Slovinec's request for use of C:afrit2., Skaska:i, and ^'Iorgenstem loans in American U. 
catalog. Tliis h why United Methodist mediators are still asked to exwlore J. Slovinec's 
criticisms of American U.'s refus.al to answer these inten-ogatories in U.S. District Court 
Case 06-455: 12. Ronald Fishei- was asked why he sent an insulting Labor Day 2005 e- 
mdl to J. Slovinec which said his registration "has been crjicelled" and J. Slovinec had to 
pressurize a $10,000 paymenf from an wmemvd source to emcll again, when he said I did 
not have permission to use his name an a job reference, this led to 2 unsuccessful job 
searches in 2005-2006 and June 2007-^4arch 2008 when I only had 2 job college-level job 
references from George Mason U. Prof. Susan Nan who taught me during Fisher's 
semester and Prof Charmaine Bayaes of UDC/\'i3n Ness Food Stamp Employment 
Training Projjram. 6. President Clinton signed Welfare Refcnn Act with Senn High School 
in Chicago school-to-work training prograr^ and less work was done with job advising 
from Lc»chlann Boyle, Fisher, and Derji /Goodmsii, 9. Dsan Goodman and Dr. Fisher 
refused to answer question on discrimination in favcr of United Nations employees who 
got tuition remissions and IPCR students who got federal loans when J. Slovinec was 
expected to pay out of his own pocket. 10. To Dean LeoGrande on no AU involvement in 
encouraging use of dislocated worker programs for J. Slovinec or ex-students, 11 . To 
Bishop Schol on that it was wrong for AU to pressurize J. Slovinec to reside at CCNV 
after eviction v/hen there's a shelter at Metropol) t{m Metliodist Church, and 1 5 . Fisher's 
refusal to grade a paper on Arab Leagiae which ciiticized Bush for invading Iraq in 2003. 
Fisher is connected to wealthy pro-Bush American and Canadian interests at United 
Nations and UiNlTAR (one of his chents) who have motivations to suppress Chicago peace 
acti^/ists who only have chwches and a few f3reign affairs associations in Chicago.
